I was fortunate enough to be present at 


the iast meeting of the Western Association 
which M. Jones read 
his paper on the Payment Plan. 


The paper aroused a great deal of interest 


of Nurserymen before

among a large attendance present at that 
time. 

There seems to be quite an _ interest 
aroused in this plan on the part of retail 


Nurserymen who employ salesmen. We have 
received nearly a dozen letters from differ 
ent Nurserymen over the country during the 
past ninety days, asking for further infor- 
mation about the plan and what success we 
have had for it. 

Mr. Jones and myself happened to be on 
the committee of the Western Association 
of Nurserymen that worked out the details 
became more 
others and 


of this plan, so naturally we 
enthusiastic over it than many 
were among the first to try it out. 

We find that the plan is being adopted by 
more and more retail Nurserymen all of the 
time. Here in Lawrence there are four re- 
tail Nurserymen employing and 
everyone of them has adopted the plan of 


salesmen, 


securing cash with orders. 

After all is said, the results obtained un- 
der this plan is what will interest Nursery- 
men most. 

We took up the plan about February 1, 
1922, and outlined it in a very siimple way 
to our men. During February and March, 
we received a large amount of cash in ad- 
vance with the order. This encouraged us 
very much indeed because all of our sales 
propaganda called for cash on delivery, and 
at that time we had not revised any of our 
printed matter to conform to the new sales 


plan. 
Our fail selling season in this locality 
usually starts in earnest about May Ist; 


by that time we had revised a great deal of 
our printed matter, so that we could put the 
proposition before our salesmen in a more 
intelligent manner. 

The following is the percentage of cash 
received upon all orders booked since May 
1, 1922 up to the present time: 


July 1— 2-4 /10% Nov. 1—12-4/10% 
Aug. 1— 6-5 /10% Dec. 1—14-2/10% 
Sept. 1— 8-8 /10% Jan. 1—16-6 /10% 
Oct. 1—10-5 /10% Feb. 1—20-3 /10% 

Mar. 1—23-4A40% 


The above tabulation from our books 
shows that there has been a steady increase 
in the amount of cash that our men have 
sent in with their orders since the plan was 
adopted. 

During the past two weeks we received 
over 40% each week in cash with our agents’ 
orders. We think when our selling season 
closes about the first of April, that we will 





in cash up- 
on our entire year’s business; (fall 1922, 
and spring 1923). We think this is a re- 
markable showing considering that the plan 
is new and has not generally been worked 
in this territory prior to this past year. 

In the last six months we have gone just 
a little further by requiring our salesmen 
cash with all the orders amounting 
than $5.00. We did this for two 
reasons: one was to eliminate so many of 
the little orders amounting to possibly a dol- 
lar or two in which there is usually little or 
no profit; the that on 
small orders, if they are not paid on delivery 
it is almost impossible to collect them, be- 
cause no attorneys will handle orders for 
less than $5.00 and give them very much at- 
tention.

We have also made another rule, that our 
men must secure an advance payment of 
25% of the amount of the order upon all or- 
ders amounting to $50.00 or over. There is 
nothing quite as hazardous as booking a 
large retail order and paying an agent a 
liberal advance upon it only to find that the 
last minute before shipment the order is 
perhaps counter:aanded by the customer. 
The results obtained from these two plans 
have been fairly good. Of course one can’t 
make an ironclad rule that will hold every 
salesman to it. However, we are selling the 
idea of this prepayment plan to our men 
from time to time, and where many of the 
men fought the idea a year ago, they are 
now boosting it because they realized that 
there will be no charge-backs on counter- 
manded or cancelled orders, or unpaid ac- 
counts after delivery. 


We have worked up a number of forms 
that have helped us to put this plan across, 
and if there are any brother Nurserymen 
who are interested in adopting this plan. we 
will be only too glad to forward copies of 
such forms to them. We believe this is one 
of the most advanced plans for selling Nur- 
sery stock through agents that has been 
adopted in the last twenty-five years.

For Testing Tropical Plants 

It is proposed by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture to transform Chapman Field, 
Fla., from an air service station to a plant 
introduction garden.

Charles Deering of Chicago. It has become 
evident, however, that much more compre- 
hensive facilities must be provided to take 
care of the coming demand for useful trop- 
ical plants.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
Cultural Notes 
By Richard M. Wyman 

The first t-ansplantings in the Nursery are 
made from seed beds or flats into cold- 
frames. This applies to only a few lines of 
stock which are grown from small seed. The 
more important transplanting is practiced 
on material from 1 to 3 years old, which is 
taken from the seed beds and planted in 
the growing-on fields. The majority of this 
stock is grown from cuttings in propagating 
fields or beds. Such cuttings are rather 
closely root-pruned at the time of trans- 
planting. This helps them to form better 
roots and also reduces the cost of the opera- 
tion. The condition of the material at the 
time of transplanting is of great importance. 
It must be fresh and dormant. The best 
time for transplanting most trees is just at 
the time when the new growth is started 

This applies both to evergreen and decidu- 
ous material. Although the planting season 
may be lengthened, the best time for trans- 
planting is exceedingly short. In many nur- 
series this work interferes with shipping, 
but it is poor business to make transplant- 
ing wait until the end of the shipping sea- 
son. Transplanting should start, in the lati 
tude of Amherst, Mass., April 5 to 10 with 
deciduous species, and April 12 to 25 with 
Hemlocks should be _ trans- 
that is, before any 


evergreens. 
planted especially early: 
growth starts. Spruce, juniper and arbor- 
vitae will stand later transplanting. 

In order to get this work properly done 
in the Nursery ,it is necessary to make a 
detailed program for transplanting and to 
follow one species with another until the 
work is done. Frequent transplanting is de- 
sirable with some species, especially ever- 
greens, Most of these should be transplant- 
ed at least every two years, though much 
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depends on the character of the soil and the 
amount of growth made. Care must be 
taken to keep the roots from drying during 
transplanting. Puddling the roots is recom- 
mended. 

When deciduous shade trees are transplant- 
ed from these beds into Nursery rows, they 
are set close together. After two years they 
are cut back to the ground and trimmed to 
one stem, which shoots up four or five feet, 
making straight stems to form the future 
trunks. These trees are then transplanted 
the next year into permanent Nursery rows. 





Pioneer Botanist 

Humphrey Marshall, author of the first 
American Botany, was a distinguished pio- 
neer horticulturist. He was a cousin of 
John Bartram, and his own garden at Mar- 
shalltown, Pa., was almost as famous as the 
well-known Bartram’s garden at Kingses- 
sing. 

In 1780 Humphrey Marshall “y gan to pre- 
pare an account of the forest trees and 
shrubs of this country, which was complet- 
ed and printed at the end of 1785. Its full 
title was “Arbustum Americanum: the 
American Grove, or an Alphabetical Cata- 
logue of the Trees and Shrubs, Natives of 
the American United States.” It was con- 
sidered a useful and highly creditable work 
for the times. Marshall was the author also 
of the “Introduction to the Knowledge and 
Practice of Gardening,” which was the sec- 
ond horticultural work printed in America. 
It appeared in in 1799. 

The old stone house wherein Marshall 
lived and wrote his famous books still 
stands in the midst of the trees and shrubs 
that he planted.

‘The date of the next convention of the 
Pacific Coast Association of Nurserymen is 
July 17, 18, 19, 1923 in Boise, Idaho. Some 
of your readers at a distance who might de- 
sire to attend realize the importance of 
knowing the exact meeting date. 

Nursery conditions on the Pacific Coast 
are in very good shape. Commercial orch- 
ard planting and sales of fruit tree stocks 
are strongly normal and there will be less 
than the average of unsold stock left in the 
Nurseries. 

In the development of aesthetic horticul- 
ture there is gradual, substantial and satis- 
factory increase in home yard, park and way- 
side planting of trees and plants. The educa- 
tional influences of the past few years and in 
continued process is showing visible evi- 
dence of a planting program for enduring 
satisfaction, on the part of the public. 

The trend in the Nursery business is for 
improvement in the quality of materials for 
planting with a more satisfactory resulting 
profit, than in the propagation of quantities 
rather than proper regard for quality of 
stocks.

Department of Agriculture of Canada has 
made this announcement: 


The importation into Canada is prohibited 
of Nursery stock, all plants for ornamental 
purposes or propagation, with sand, soil or 
earth about the roots, sent from Asia. It is 
provided, however, that bulbs and corms be 
packed in sand, soil or earth, when such 
packing has been sterilized by being held at 
a temperature of 100 deg. C. for a period of 
one hour and when the shipment is accom- 
panied by a certificate signed by an official 
of the country of origin, stating that the 
sand, soil or earth has been treated in his 
presence. 


By order issued March 2, 1923, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace has extended blister 
rust quarantine No. 54 to cover the entire 
state of Washington. 


AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


SPREADING LIKE A TENT 


Vice-president Harlan P. Kelsey, of the 
American Association of Nurserymen, was 
elected a member of the executive board of 
the Commercial Standards Council at the 
annual meeting in New York City, March 
20th. 

The Commercial Standards Council ap- 
peals with all confidence to business men 
and business associations for that suppor. 
which will inevitably be forthcoming from 
every American citizen who has American 
business integrity at heart, and who is de- 
sirous of seeing the Nation regarded by the 
rest of the world, not only as a vividly en- 
terprising commercial country, but as one 
which cherishes the great fundamental ideal, 
integrity and good will. 

The membership of the Commercial Stand- 
ards Council comprises earnest thinking 
men who are for the most part the Execu- 
tives of trade associations of National im- 
portance, representatives of industrial con- 
cerns and individuals interested in better 
business ethics. 

On June Ist, 1922, a Bill passed the House 
of Representatives in Washington without 
opposition, which will probably have a more 
extended influence in preserving the good 
name of American business than any other 
single piece of legislation that has been en- 
acted during the last fifty years. This is 
House Bill 10159, entitled “A Bill to further 
protect interstate and foreign commerce 
against bribery and other corrupt trade rrac- 
tices.” 

The evils which this bill is designed to 
correct and control is one which has been 
eating insidiously into the vitals of Ameri- 
can business life. It has spread its nefari- 
us influence through every branch of in- 
dustry and has unquestionably been grow- 
ing in extent and usage. 

A change is passing over the complexion 
of American business and the farsighted 
men at the head of our industries today 
realize that ‘rue business success rests in 
integrity, rather than in the accomplishing 
of great material ends. We are more sensi- 
tive to the opinions of the outside world 
thar we used to be. 

It is no longer considered essential that 
an American business man should be re- 
garded as “smart” in the sense in which 
that term was understood twenty-five year; 
ago. The great business leaders of this 
country are as one in their earnest intention 
to work for clean, straightforward business 
principles, and it has come to be understood 
that credit—the foundation stone of all busi- 
ness—is imbedded in character. 

This is the subject which the American 
Nurseryman has fostered for years, standing 
alone in Nursery Trade journalism in Amer- 
ica as it has stood alone in project after pro- 
ject for the uplift of the Nursery Trade. It 
has drawn the fire of those who have not 
been able to follow its lead, but it has stood 
its ground upon all occasions. Upon every 
side now is evidence that Business Ethics is 
uppermost in the minds of the solid busi- 
ness men of the country. 

The radical action taken by the New Eng- 
land Nurserymen’s Association on this sub- 
ject at its annual meeting in Boston recently 
and published repeatedly in these columns 
is a striking vindication of the policy for 
which the American Nurseryman stands. 


Vice-president Harlan P. Kelsey has seut 
a notice to Nurserymen generally in which 
he says: 


A hearing will be given by the Committee 
on Rules at the State House next Tuesday, 
March 27th at 4:30 on the bill to put teeth 
into the so-called BRIBERY and GRAFT 
ACT. 

This is a bill to amend Chapter 495, Mas- 
sachusetts Acts, 1912, to prevent the giving 
or taking of bribes or grafts to secure busi- 
ness, etc., and will make operative the above 
act and make convictions possible. Hereto- 
fore no convictions were possible. 

You are vitally interested in this bill 
which has been signed by over 30 leading 
business firms in Massachusetts. It was 


filed late and must first pass the Committee ° 


on Rules, so it is absolutely essential that 
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strong backing be given this bill next Tues- 
day. 

Will you be there or send a representa- 
tive? If we succeed, it means the beginning 
of the end of unfair competition so far as 
graft and bribes given by agents and other 
employees is concerned. Please write, wire 
or telephone the undersignd at first possible 
moment. 

This bi'l has the backing of the Commer- 
cial Standards Council and has been unani- 
mously endorsed by the New England Pur- 
chasing Agents Association.

The Merchants Association of New York 
City announced March 19th it has asked the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
to investigate the methods and activities of 
the Federal Horticultural Board, which is 
an agency of the United States Department 
o.: Agriculture. 

A resolution offered by Arthur Williams, 
general commercial manager of the New 
York Edison Company and chairman of the 
plant quarantine committee of the associa- 
tion, states that there is widespread dis- 
satisfaction at home and abroad with the 
present methods of initiating and operating 
quarantines. 

Most of the criticism, according to the as- 
sociation’s statement, is directed against 
quarantine No. 37, issued in 1919, which pro- 
hibits, except under special permit, the im- 
portation of many classes of horticultural 
products, including cuttings and bulbs. It 
is held that this, instead of being a quaran- 
tine on specia] items from specific localities, 
as the law provides, is a blanket quarantine 
which prohibits the importation of nearly ali 
classes of plant products from everywhere 
and operates as an economic embargo.

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The Tennessee Law 


It is against the law of Tennessee for a 
Nurseryman to sell in this state diseased 
trees, and County Agent Judd Brooks states 
that all who buy trees at this time should 
have them tested and examined before 
planting them. To plant diseased trees 
means poor stands, poor production and 
short life of the trees. Diseases that are 
most commonly found are as follows: Hairy 
root, crown gall, wooly aphis, and San Jose 
scale. The diseases are usually found on 
the roots of peach, pear and apple trees. 
The county agent will be glad to help in- 
spect these trees before they are planted.— 
Jackson, Tenn., Sun. 


Winchester, Va. vs. Rochester, N. Y. 
Virginia is second with 2,857,000, and New 
bearing apple trees with 7,385,000, being ex- 
ceeded by Washington with 7,964,000 and 
New York with 9,626,000. In young trees 
Virginia is second with 2,857,000, and New 
York is first with 2,939,000. Washington is 
far down on the list as comparatively few

trees have been planted there in recent 
years. In 1910 Washington had 4,862,000 
trees none of bearing age, while in 1920 the 
number was 755,000. 

Orchardists have stated that within a 
decade Virginia will pass New York in the 
number of apple trees and Winchester will 
take the place of Rochester as the world’s 
leading apple center. There has been no 
great boom in the planting of orchards in 
Virginia, but the growth has been steady. 


That farmers are planting vineyards 
where heretofore they grew apples an pears, 
because of the increasing popularity of 
grapes since the advent of prohibition, was 
asserted by Prof. Roy E. Marshall of the 
Michigan Agricultural college, Lansing, at 
the closing session of the Indiana Horticul- 
tural Society. Prof Marshall, who spoke on 
“Profitable Grape Growing,” said _ that 
proper attention given to pruning, cultiva- 
tion and spraying will practically assure a 
profitable grape crop.

| “American Nurseryman” Series 
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Chancellor K. Grady 

The secretary of the California Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, Chancellor K. Grady 
was born April 7, 1890, at Berkeley, Cal., 
the eldest son of the well-known deaf-mute 
lawyer, Theodore Grady. He was educated 
at grammar and high school, was two years 
at the University of California and took 
special courses in business administration 
and organization methods. 

For seven years Mr. Grady was in news- 
paper work throughout the Pacific coast, in- 
cluding editorial and business departments. 
During the World War he was in the office 
of the comrzandant, Mare Island Navy Yard. 
He has been orzanizer and director of sev-

eral clubs and similar organizations in Cali- 
fornia. He was married in 1921 and is a 
resident of San Francisco. He became sec- 
retary of the California Association of Nur- 
serymen Feb. 4, 1922. 
Secretary of the California Nurserymen’s 
Association—Who and What He Is 
By A. B. Mathews 

Chancellor K. Grady, secretary-treasurer 
of the California Association of Nurserymen, 
was born in the classic shades of Berkeley 
some thirty-odd years ago. He is the oldest 


son of Theodore Grady, who was the first 
deaf-mute ever to graduate from a recog- 
nized university, and who was also the only 
deaf-mute to pass the bar examinations of 
the California Supreme Court. 

True to his family traditions young Grady 
was known throughout his s:liool days as a 
good scholar, wtih an apt mind and a re- 
tentive memory. His whole inclination at 
this time was towards the iaw, and he still 
clings to the hope that he wl achieve that 
ambition. Financial difficutlies crt short 
his college career, and diverted him into the 
field of publicity and organization, in which 
he has achieved a considerab) measure cf 
success. 

At the outbreak of the war with Germany, 
he was engaged in newspaper work, but left 
this field to volunteer for service. Owing 
to defective eyesight his endeavors to enter 
the service were unsuccessful, and he en- 
tered the civil service of the Government at 
Mare Island, where he remaited four years. 

Always an ardent Californian, Grady had 
early become deeply interested in the his- 
torical and charitable work of the Native 
Sons ef the Golden West, and was a leading 
member of his parlor. In 1921 he was ap- 
pointed assistant Grand Secretary following 
the death of that official, and remained un- 
til after a successor was chosen. He is 
the organizer and secretary of the Native 
Sons Athletic Club of San I'rancisco, which 
is now preparing to erect a club house itn 
that city. 

‘The record thus made appealed strongly 
to the executive committee of the California 
Association of Nurserymen, when the, be- 
gan to look for a successor io their original 
secretary, Henry W. Kruckeberg of Los An- 
gees. They had decided to eapioy a secre- 
tary to devote his cniire time to the organi- 
zition and. after comparing Grady’s rect ™m- 
mendations and experience, thry chose him 
from a number of others. 

Examination of Grady’s first report to the 
convention of his Association revealed some 
interesting facts. The convention was held 
in June, 1922, four months after he took 
office, and the report is a remarkable tribute 
to his energy and ability. There were, ac- 
cording to this report, 140 members in the 
organization on Feb. 4, 1922, and by June 1, 
1922 this was increased to 203. Nearly half 
of an indebtedness of $2560 had been paid 
off, and for current purposes there was 
about $1400 in the treasury. Active work 
had been undertaken in several directions, 
and the report showed that a live wire was 
on the job. When interviewed recently, 
Grady stated that there are now about 250 
members, that the indebtedness of the As- 
sociation has been practically wiped out, and 
that Association activities have been great- 
ly increased during the past year.

To show what can be done in any com- 
munity, note the activity in Kane county, 
Ill. The Chamber of Commerce of Aurora 
took hold of “Plan to Plant Another Tree” 
and organized more than fifty societies into 
the “Plan to Plant Another Tree” Clubs of 
Kane county. They have adopted the fol- 
lowing program: first to get a tree, a fruit 
tree, a shrub or a flower planted by ever) 
man and woman and boy and girl in the 
county. They have printed one hundred 
thousand application blanks. 

They will send enough of these to every 
school teacher in the county so that every 
boy and girl will have at least ten. These 
will be signed by the residents of the county, 
and sent to the secretary of the “Plan to 
Plant Another Tree Club” of Kane County. 


The papers will cary stories about this ac- 
tivity. 

There is a law in Illinois which gives 
every county the right to vote whether or 
not they should have forest preservation. 
The “Plan to Plant Another Tree” 
tion of Kane county is behind this move- 
ment afd it will be carried to a successive 
conclusion at the election in November, this

year. 

The school houses of this county as well as 
most every county in America have very 
few trees, and practically no shrubs, in most 
cases the weeds grow from two to six feet 
high during the summer. This club has ar- 
ranged with a landscape architect to draw a 
standard plan for The 
school board will be asked to look out for 
the care of the school property and then we 
will have beautified school grounds in Kane 
county as a result of the “Plan to Plant An- 
other Tree’ Club. 

Last, but not least, there is a stretch of 
thirty-five cement road leading 
from Algonquin to Aurora. In fact this 
pavement goes through the county. 
For years there has been an effort to have 
this stretch of road made more beautiful. 
Under the urging of the county superintend- 
ents and the principals association, and or 
ganized under the “Plan to Plant Another 
Tree” Club, these same organizations on a 
day in April will plant this thirty-five miles 
of roadway with trees and shrubs and flow- 
ers. It is to be called the Children’s High- 
way. 

The boys are to go out and dig the holes 
and plant the trees under the direction of a 
trained man. The perpetual care of the

every tree, or shrub there will be placed a 
metal tag, fastened with a copper wire. On 
this metal tag will be embossed the name 
of the boy or girl who is responsible for the 
care of that particular plant. During the 
summer a committee will be in charge who 
will see to it that the boy or girl will keep 
his tree in good condition. 

The landscape plan for this beautification 
is being prepared by O. C. Simons, one of 
the most noted landscape architects in 
America. Mr. Simons, a few days ago, went 
over the road making copious notes. Mr. 
Simons has a stenographer to take down his 
voluminous notes. V. D. Hill, one of the 
members of the Board of Directors of the 
Tree Lovers’ Association, and G. N. Lamb, 
District superintendent of the State High- 
way were in the party. 

Column after column is being printed in 
the Aurora and Elgin papers about this won- 
derful activity. The project will cost be- 
tween fifteen and twenty thousand dollars 
and that being raised by dollar 
subscriptions, among adults, and by the 
effort of the twenty-five thousand schoo! 
children of the county.

Full co-operation for promoting Tree 
Planting Week features may be had by Nur- 
serymen from the office of Secretary J. H. 
Young of the Plan to Plant Another Tree 
movement at his offices, Aurora, Ill. Print- 
ed matter, lay-out for individual or group 
advertisements, Tree Planting Week dates, 
etc., can be had for the asking.

It is a well known fact that no nega- 
tive slogan was ever accepted by the public. 

“Nurserymen should use this slogan on 
all occasions, because it suggests planning 
for planting. An agent coming into the 
home where some planning for planting has 
been.done, can usually get an order. It sug- 
gests planting, but it does not stop with one 
tree, but urges in its suggestion to make it 
another one. 

“*Plan to Plant Another Tree’ is your slo- 
gan. It is the horticultural slogan for Amer- 
ica—of the world, for that matter—wherever 
planning and planting are done. 

“The majority among 4,000 
Nurserymen realize the selling force of ‘Plan 
to Plant Another Tree’ and are using it in 
their business.”

Warring Against “Car Shortage” Plan 

If the shippers of the country want gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads the adop- 
tion of a plan for pooling freight cars such 
as that recently presented to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is the quickest way 
to bring it about. If they want private opera- 
tion and the maintenance of competition 
they will stay as far away from it as pos- 
sible. 

This warning was voiced at the annual 
dinner of the Milwaukee Traffic Club in 
New York Jan. 22 by Donald D. Conn, for- 
merly chief of the Transportation Division, 
Joint Commission of Agricultural Inquiry 
of Congress, and now manager of the Pub- 
lic Relations Section, Car Service Division, 
American Railway Association. 

New equipment ordered by the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad System to be placed in ser- 
vice this year—some of it already being de- 
livered—involves an expenditure of more 
than $57,000,000. In order to handle its 
share of the country’s growing business— 
normally about 11 per cent of the freight 
and 17 per cent of the passenger traffic of 
the Nation—the company is making large 
additions to its present car and locomotive 
capacity. Since the first of this year, the 
Pennsylvania has ordered 500 new steam 
locomotives, for delivery this year in time 
to be of service when business ordinarily 
reaches its margin activity in the fall. 

That the railroads hope to be in still bet- 
ter position to render transportation service 
can be judged from the fact that in 1922 the 
railroads purchased more freight cars than 
in any year since 1912, and more locomo- 
tives than in any year since 1916. They 
are planning to spend approximately three- 
quarters of a billion dollars during the cur- 
rent year on more cars, more locomotives, 
and all those additions and betterments 
which are necessary to make added cars and 
locomotives effective in producing more 
transportation.

It 
was solidly built on the foundation of honest 
goods and service and advanced upon the 
plane of strict integrity. With his cus- 
tomers, there was always a close person- 
al relationship. Those who bought his 
goods became his loyal friends. Those in 
the trade who knew him were equally his 
friends. 

While Mr. Hillenmeyer seldom spoke at 
conventions, he was, in the other hand, a 
generous correspondent. He wrote many 
letters on many subjects, always interesting- 
ly and often brilliantly. It was in his let- 
ters that he revealed himself as a man of 
warm human sympathies.

Persimmon Orchard Pays 

The experience of O. K. Martin, of Bor- 
den, Md., is that the persimmon, not gener- 
ally classed among high-grade fruits, may 
be made to pay and pay well. It takes ten 
years to get a crop from a new orchard, 
but Mr. Martin is now getting a yield right 
along from a large persimmon orchard 
which his father set out several years ago. 

Mr. Martin sold this year about 4,000 
crates at from $1.50 to $2 a crate in most in- 
stances. Most of the fruit was shipped to 
Chicago. 

The wild persimmons grow freely on the 
knobs in this country, on land otherwise 
of little value. The orchard trees are for 
the most part of the seedless variety and 
the fruit is larger than the wild persimmon.

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Can Control Citrus Scab 


Citrus scab, a fungus disease of foreign 
importation and of great economic impor- 
ance to the citurs industry, can be coa- 
trolled satisfactorily and economically ac- 
cording to Department Bulletin 1118, Citrus 
Scab: Its Cause and Control, by John R. 
Winston, pathologist, just published by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
Plain Bordeaux mixture as well as Bordeaux 
mixture plus oil emulsion, is very effective 
against citrus scab, either in the Nursery or 
in the orchard.

Hector F. Hillenmeyer, 74 years old, of H. 
F. Hillenmeyer & Sons, Lexington, Ky., one 
of the best known Nurserymen in the United 
States, died March 3rd at his home. Be- 
sides his widow, he is survived by six chil- 
dren—Father Herbert Hillenmeyer, of Cov- 
ington; Ernest B. Hillenmeyer, R. J. Hillen- 
meyer, Mrs. E. E. Houlihan, Jr., Louis E. 
Hillenmeyer and Walter Hillenmeyer, all of 
Lexington. A sister, Miss Carrie Hillen- 
meyer, also survives. 


Following is a brief biographical sketch of 
Mr. Hillenmeyer, taken from Judge Charles 
Kerr’s History of Kentucky, changed only in 
details necessitated by Mr. Hillenmeyer’s 
death: 

“For about four score years the name of 
Hillenmeyer has been intimately identitiea 
with the Nursery industry in Lexington. 
The Hillenmeyer’s were Nurserymen and 
landscape gardeners in France as far back 
as 1768. 


“Mr. Hillenmeyer was born in Fayette 
county August 28, 1849, the son of Francis 
H. and Mary (Hahn) Hillenmeyer. soth 


his parents were born in eastern France, in 
a district that was taken over by the Ger- 
mans during the Franco-Prussian war of 
1870-71. The father was born in 1812 and 
the mother in 1810. They were married in 
France. Francis Hillenmeyer had first come 
to the United States when about 20 years 
of age. As a youth he was bound out to 
learn the Nursery trade in France, his father 
having paid his tuition of 500 francs. 
“When he came to the United States the 
first time he was in quest of adventure, and 
in 1838 joined Sam MHouston’s army in 
Texas, and for his services to the Texas Re- 
public was granted a tract of land of 640 
acres near Galveston. He traveled all over 
the South and eventually became associat- 
ed with a wealthy Georgia planter named 
Munchen, for whom he managed his exten- 
sive properties. For Munchen he planned-a 
park in the center of the city of Savannah, 
Ga., and was given a commission to go to 
France and buy a large consignment of or- 
namental plants and trees. On his return to 
France he married, and a few weeks later, 
hoving shipped the valuable cargo of plants 
es, he and his bride followed and for 
\ ers lived at Savannah, Ga., where 
he superintended the planting of the park. 
In 1840 he came to Kentucky, and the follow- 
ing year bought a tract of land in Fayette 


“This land in part, was owned by Hector 
Hillenmeyer at the time of his death. Fran- 
cis Hillenmeyer remained a Kentuckian the 
rest of his life and died in 1892, while his 
wife passed away in 1890. They were faith- 
ful Catholics and in politics the father voted 
as a Democrat. Of their five children, of 
whom Hector F. Hillenmeyer was the 
youngest, only one survives. 

“Hector Hillenmeyer acquired his educa- 
tion in public schools and attended the old- 
est collegiate institution in Kentucky, St. 
Mary’s College, in Marion county. He took 
up the traditional family profession, and 
owned 185 acres of the old Hillenmeyer es- 
tate, most of it being devoted to the growing 
of Nursery stock. At one time the Hillen- 
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meyer farm contained 600 acres, but Mr. 
Hillenmeyer gave two farms to his children 
and sold two farms. He was a man of wide 
experience and authoritative knowledge in 
all branches of plant and tree growing. He 
spent several years in France, the home of 
his ancestors, and traveled widely elsewhere. 
He was a director of the First and City 
National Bank, Central Kentucky Natural 
Gas Company and the Lexington Water 
Company and a practical business man who 
never sought the honors of political office. 
He voted independently. 

“July 17, 1877, he married Miss Mary Os- 
senbeck, who was born in Cincinnati.” 

The Lexington, Ky., Herald said editorial- 
ly: 

No greater sorrow could have been found 
among the great stream of pilgrims that 
went over the passes of the Rockies to pay 
a last tribute to the memory of John Bur- 
roughs than is found among those who knew 
this Kentucky naturalist. In the love of 
nature he, truly, held “communion with her 
visible forms.” 

His was a remarkable memory. When 
hail would fall or snow extend winter to 
the threshold of summer and, always, when 
the hottest day and coldest day of the year 


would appear, it was always to him that 
newspapermen called for their facts and 
figures. Never leaving the telephone, he 


was able to give, when called without a 
moment’s notice, statistics which were stag- 
gering and which always were correct. 

His knowledge was free to any who asked. 
A kindly man, an exceptional student, pos- 
sessed of a splendid intellect, he also was 
more than a naturalist. He was a 
philosopher. 

In contributions to the Lexington news- 
papers in the form of letters and of signed 
writings, he preached the doctrines of cheer- 
ful and diligent labor and he knew whereof 
he spoke, for he had learned, by first hand 
knowledge, what are its rewards.
